New Situation 


For many persons who have 
earned the gratitude of their com- 
munities and of both races in it, 
this new situation is difficult to 
accept. It is not easy to look 
back, and admit, that the pater- 
nalistic ‘‘modus vivende"’ leader- 
ship was built on a_ falsehood 
created largely by discrimination. 


The Negro middle class—and 
the new leadership—has . come 
swiftly. Most of it has developed 
in the past three decades. Indeed, 
it has been most accelerated in the 
past 15 years. It is an inevitable 
outgrowth of the dramatic urban 
industrialization which is bringing 
change all about us. As the dis- 
criminatory practices of segrega- 
tion were broken (and not until 
they were), this educated middle 
class began to develop. 


The end is not yet. It will be 
less and less possible to practice 
discrimination in the fields of 
common, public participation, 
especially education and the. bal- 
lot. The wish to do so also lessens. 


And as resentment and misun- 
derstanding grow less, we can see 
that we do not want any priv- 
ileges or greatness for our per- 
sonal lives or our country which 
is born of violence or falsehood. 
We want to keep it alive by keep- 
ing justice alive.

A 500-foot square Confederate 
flag may be engraved on the side 
of Stone Mountain to frame the 
Confederate memorial carving 
there.

Disturbing reports say only. two of 
Georgia’s 10 representatives in Congress 
intend definitely to support House Speak- 
er Sam Rayburn in the Thursday show- 
down affecting the Rules committee. 


The two, Rep. Carl Vinson and Rep. 
J. L. Pilcher, have our gratitude for 
their loyalty. The other eight have our 
hope that reflection will lead’ them in 
time to support the Texan to whom the 
South and the nation owe so much. 

Rep. Howard Smith of Virginia, who 
did nothing for the Democratic Party in 
the presidential election, seeks to sup- 
plant the loyal Rayburn as king of the 
House by winning the Thursday vote. 
If Rayburn wins, then Smith’s Rules 
committee will be finished as a road- 
block to the Kennedy program, and Ray- 
burn will remain secure in the saddle.

Will Assembly Restore 
Its Controb of Funds? 


All the proof needed that the state’s 
fiscal opertations need a thorough over- 
haul is the fact that this year the legis- 
lature will pass its first appropriations 
bill since 1956. 


Rep. Jack Ray, House Appropriations 
Committee chairman, has suggested ways 
of preventing this happening again. They 
deserve serious study, especially since 
“legislative irresponsibility,” as he terms 
it, caused the assembly to lose control 
over fiscal affairs. 


As Rep. Ray pointed out, the practice 
of appropriating more money than the 
state would receive resulted in the ex- 
ecutive branch having to step in to restore 
fiscal responsibility. And the constitu- 
tional amendment allocating auto tag and 
license fees to the highway department 
sealed the process. 


The chairman, however, proposes fur- 
ther constitutional amendments. One 
would prohibit appropriating more funds 
than were collected and on hand from the 
previous year; all unspent funds of de- 
partments would revert to surplus each 
year, and the legislature would be barred 
from issuing bonds requiring more than 
15 per cent of the state’s income for re- 
payments. 


Rep. Ray also pointed to the strange 
situation wherein the state auditor helps 
prepare the budget and then must audit 
the expenditures. We agree with him that 
under Auditor Thrasher this has worked 
out all right but the prospect under a 
lesser man is “terrifying.” 


We agree and Gov. Vandiver has said 
publicly that the legislature should re- 
store its contro] over spending. But pro- 
posals which would freeze procedures 
rigidly in the State Constitution should 
be. examined carefully — as experience 
proves. ee 


The suggestion that all unspent funds 
in departments revert to surplus could 
have the opposite effect than intended. It 
could lead to extravagance and hamper 
departments which must commit funds 
many months before they are spent. 


At any rate, the legislature at long 
last is moving to restore a better bal- 
ance in state, government.

We and other Atlanta citizens may have contributed to the 
abridgement by going along, as 10 other cities and four states have 
done, with an informal city censorship over movies. We confess to 
having regarded this self-policing as a semi-voluntary and quasi-legal 
activity, performing a vigilance which the community wanted to 
impose upon itself. Abruptly we find now that this censorship is 
clothed with the might of highest law—and so our self-policing has 


grown the teeth of force. 


So it ought to be a matter of honor for Atlanta now to forego 
practice of this abridgement to freedom which the Supreme Court 
majority so unwisely authorized. The authority cannot now be defied: 


but the application of it is not forced upon us, except as we choose °

Gulls, Pelicans 


MIAMI—Where the gray-green waters of the 

| Miami River meet the blue-green waters of 
lee Biscayne Bay is the hunting ground of the sea- 

gull and the pelican. Little fish come there, where the river waters 
meet the bay, traveling in shoals that ruffle the surface of the water 
like the passing of a quick rain squall. Then come the gulls, swooping 


on black-tipped wings, forming above the fleeing minnows a moving 


cloud of white. 

From high in a hotel window it 
is a fascinating thing to watch, 
for the flight of a gull as seen 
from above is the most graceful 
of all aerial ballets. Sometime 
they come high and very close to 
the window and you see the deft 
and tiny movement of the wings’ 
feathers, unseeable from a dis- 
tance, by which, with effortless 
grace, they ride the blowing cur- 
rents of the air. 

The pelicans lack grace but 
they move in the air with a cer- 
tain ponderous dignity. They are 
lazy fliers. They flap twice and 
coast, flap again and coast. One 
old-timer that works beneath my 
window here is lazier than most. 
He flies up river for a hundred 
yards, then he lands on the water 
and drifts with the current down 
stream. Once in a great while his 
bill darts down, brings up a little 
fish. He gulps and keeps on float- 
ing. He floats backward, which-i 
a mystery to me, but I guess 
he has some good reason for it.

Panel Stalls 
Unmarked 
Car Bill 


A new effort to let the State 
Patrol use unmarked cars was 
held in the Senate Highways 
Committee Wednesday. A critic 
said the bill would “help every 
fee-grabber in the state.” 


Sen. Samuel U. Braly of Dal- 
las, a physician, said he had the 
bill drawn with the idea of it only 
applying to the State Patrol. As 
drawn, however, it would com- 
pletely wipe out of the code a sec- 
tion requiring all cars used in 
policing traffic to cary identifica- 
tion markings. 

HELP FEE GRABBER 


““When you do that, you're 
helping every fee-grabber and 
every fee sheriff in the state,” said 
one committee member. “It 
should be dedicated just to the 
highway patrol.” 


Sen. D. B. Blalock of Newnan, 
committee chairman, said he was 
against the bill. He indicated he 
felt the bill's provisions might 
be taken advantage of. 


Sen. Mark W. Fitzpatrick of 
Jeffersonville said the state was 
trying to get away from criticism 
on speedtraps by putting sheriffs 
on salaries. Braly’s bill would 
bring on more criticism, he said. 


FOR INTENT 


Sen. W. C. Long of Nahunta 
said it would “give us some 
trouble on tourist routes.” 


But several committee mem- 
bers said they were for the bill’s 
intent of trying to cut down on 
highway deaths. ° 


Sen. Braly said that was its 
only purpose. He explained that 
as a physician, he’s had much 


contact with highway accident 
victims. “I treat them in the 
emergency rooms. I pronounce 
some of them dead. I've pro- 
nounced as many as three of them 
dead at one time,” he declared. 


FURTHER STUDY 


Sen. J. Roland Clanton of 
Thomasville said he would be ‘‘a 
little bit hesitant to stop for an 
unmarked car.”’ But he said the 
bill might have a good psycho- 
logical effect. 


The committee held the bill for 
further study after Sen. Robert 
O. Persons Sr. of Forsyth sug- 
gested that it should be revised 
to apply only to the patrol. 


Meanwhile, Col. W. P. Trotter, 
State Patrol director, said he 
would work against a House bill 
which would give the patrol ex- 
clusive traffic enforcement au- 
thority on federal highways in 
Georgia. 

HOUSE POLICE BILL 


The bill would make county and 
city officers agents of the state 
to make arrests on such high- 
ways, with power vested in the 
patrol director to revoke their ar- 


resting power for abuse of 
authority. 
Trotter said he had ‘‘no inten- 


tion of being judge and jury over 
local police throughout the state. 
It would create friction and prob- 
lems which would never be ironed 
out.” 


Rep. Quimby Melton of Spalding 
County, one of the bill’s authors, 
said that in view of Trotter's ob- 
jections, the bill might be rewrit- 
ten to let the Public Safety Board 
. pass on abuses of the arresting 
power given in the bill.

“I worked in the welfare de- 
partment three years,’’ Mary re- 
lated, ‘‘and that’s been a big 
help here. I wouldn't have 
known where to send a lot of 
the calls otherwise. But I 
think every job you have is re- 
lated to another job in some 
way.” 

Endowed with a good memory, 
once she looks up information 


for callers, Mary usually re- 
members it. 


“But often,”’ she said, “I'm 
not called on again for the in- 
formation.” 


BAG LIMIT 


For instance, she recently re- 
ceived a call from New York. 
A man wanted to know the fee 
for hunting alligators in Geor- 
gia, when the season opened, 
and the “bag limit.’ Mary 
quickly got the answers—‘‘ex- 
cept for the bag limit’’—and 
conveyed it to the caller. 


“But I doubt if I'm ever 
asked that question again,’’ she 
admitted with a sigh. “I’ve de- 
cided its true that what counts 
‘is not what you know, but know- 
ing where to go to get it.’ ”’ 


Mary says the first week of 


-the General Assembly is her 


busiest time. School children 
from throughout the state fre- 
quently visit her desk at the 
Capitol, bombarding her with 
questions. But she forms_her 
own version of ‘helpful hints 
for homework” almost daily. 


“About 3:30 every afternoon 
during school,” Mrs. Beazley 
explained, “I begin getting calls 
from students. They usually 
start by telling me their teacher 
told them to find out a particu- 
lar thing about Georgia, or that 
they need certain information as 
part of their school homework. 
I'm always glad to help.” 


Mary frequently mails out 
packets of literature concern- 
ing the state and various phases 
of the government in answer to 
young people’s requests. 


“It’s a special assortment of 
material, supplied by the office 
of our secretary of state,”’ she 
explained. ‘I certainly hope 
ny students take advantage 
of it.” 


“It's a matter of routine for 
the information queen to read 


the daily papers—from front to 
back. 


“Hardly a day goes by,” she 
said, “that I'm not asked about 
something that’s appeared in 
the paper.”

And others will be 
transferred elsewhere just in the 
normal course of military proce- 
dure.” 


However, Robins will get a new 
work force of 1,000. It will lose 
a few when the Third Air Force 
Reserve Region headquarters is 
moved to Dobbins AFB at Mari- 
etta, “‘but the number of persons 
is so small that they will hardly 
be noticed,’ Maddux said. 


The general said he did not 
know how many new jobs wouid 
be available at Robins by the 
switch.

The Algerian rebels know that 
they must negotiate with France 
some time, says the French con- 
sul general from New Orleans, 
Jaques Grellet. 


Grellet spoke before the French 
Institute of Emory University 
Wednesday. His subject was “Al- 
geria—Today and Tomorrow.” 


He said there are many prob- 
lems that have to be worked out 
and many questions to be settled 
before Algeria can move down the 
road to a self-governing state. 


The major problem .at the 
moment, he—said, 
rebels to negotiate with France 
on the best method of holding a 
referendum. The _ referendum 
would be to determine if Algeria 
wants to be completely free from 
France or an autonomy associated 
with France. 


BANKS ON SECRET TALKS 


De Gaulle wants a cease fire in 
Algeria before negotiations, Grel- 
let said, but the rebels want to 
talk terms before they sit down 
for conferences. 


Grellet said in an _ interview 
that he had hopes that secret ne- 
gotiations with the rebel band, 
politically headed by the Com- 
munist-aided National Front of 
Liberation, or FLN, are being 
held. 


He said that the French people 
are behind De Gaulle, as was 
shown in a recent referendum 
which gave him the “green light’’ 
to arrange a political and admin- 
istrative setup for Algeria with- 
out the rebels. 


FATE OF PEOPLES? 


He said other problems that 
must be cnosidered are the fate 
of the many French living in Al- 
geria and the fate of the more 
than 300,000 Algerians living in 
Frances proper. There also must 
be decided what link there will 
be between Algeria and France. 


If the rebels continue to re- 
fuse to sit down to talks, the 
French consul-general said, De 
Gaulle will be free to negotiate 
for a “New Algeria’ without 
them. But, he said, De Gaulle 
would rather have the rebels 
take a hand in setting up the 
new government.

This pie has a crispy crust with cinnamon-sugar glaze which 
goes on top. You bake the filling and the crust together. 


Prepare enough pastry for a two-crust pie. Fit bottom crust 

loosely to pie pan (8-inch pan). 
LEMON FILLING 

3 eggs (reserve 1 tsp. egg 

white for crust) 
\% tsp. salt 1 tsp. lemon rind 
14 cup butter or margarine 1 cup peeled lemon slices 
lo cup water 


Combine sugar, flour and salt. Blend in butter or margarine. 
Add eggs and blend until smooth. Add grated lemon rind with 
water and lemon slices to sugar mixture, blending well. Roll out 
top pastry, cut slits to allow escape of steam. Place over filling. 
Fold edge of top crust under lower edge, seal and flute. Brush 
with egg white and sprinkle with sugar and cinnamon, Bake in 
400 degree F.. oven for 30 to 35 minutes.
